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The Passing Show

It isn’t often I feel the urge to correct others 
especially other writers—but a letter which 
appeared in a recent issue of Liberty Magazine 
needs correcting in the public interest. 

The writer signs himself “A Lonely Yank.” 
Writing from Toronto, he quite untruthfully 
says that Canadian-born men 
slacked during the Great War. 
Professing to have secured 
his figures from government 
records, he says “The P.P.C, 
L.I. (Princess Pat's) was the 
first battalion formed in Can- 
ada in August, 1914. There 
were just nine native-born 


Canadians in the battalion. 
The first contingent was 
made up as follows; 29,000

2000 Americans and 500 native-born Canadians. 

President A. E. Nightingale of the Red Chev- 
ron Club and a number of other First Contin- 
gent men were quick to note the mischievous 
and misleading character of the cock-sure letter. 
It is well known that large numbers of Old- 
Country men who had undergone military train- 
ing before coming to Canada, rushed to enlist 
in the First Contingent. But these Old-Country 
men are quick to point out the errors in the 
figures quoted, and the mischievous intent be- 
hind their circulation. 

Mr. Nightingale has in his possession a com- 
plete official nominal roll of the First Cana- 
dian Contingent, sent him by the Records Of- 
fice at Ottawa, This gives in detail the name, 
address, rank, regimental number, previous 
corps, next of kin and country of birth of every 
officer and man, and every nursing sister who 
left with the First Contingent. 

Instead of there being only nine native-born 
Canadians who went overseas with the P.P.C, 
LI. in the First Contingent there were ten 
native-born Canadian officers and 101 native- 
born Canadian men. “A Lonely Yank” was 
1100 per cent. wrong in his figures for the 
P.P.C.L.1. 

As regards the men of the whole First Cana- 
dian Contingent, he is only about 1000 per cent. 
out. In addition to the Princess Pats, the First 
Contingent comprised 16 infantry battalions. 
Mr. Nightingale went through the records of 
three of the battalions, the Ist Battn., the 2nd 
Battn. and the 9th (Edmonton) Battn., to see 
how the Canadian-born ranked in numbers. 

The Ist Battn. had 296 Canadian-born; the 
2nd Battn. had 467 Canadian-born and the 9th 
Battn. had 257 Canadian-born. That made 1020 
in three battalions. If the percentage held 
through the remaining 13 battalions—as it is 
believed it would—then, with the Princess Pats 
added, the First Contingent had about 6&551 
Canadian-born. 

“A Lonely Yank” who cannot get within a 
thousand per cent. of the correct figures ex- 
poses himself to the suggestion that he is also 
a lying Yank, when he says “All my figures are 
from government records.” 

The regrettable thing is that 99 per cent. of 
the readers of the magazine are not in a posi- 
tion to check up the facts. 


Some months ago in discussing “Chemistry 
Wrecks the Farm,” this column mentioned ex- 
perimental work done with raising vegetables 
and grasses in a forcing cabinet, which achieved 
a season's growth in a few days. 

A number of correspondents wrote seeking 
detailed information that I was unable to give. 
Through Harold Loeb I secured a few nights 
ago a report of Graham Montgomery, national 
director of the Continental Committee and lead- 
ing American authority on food and food pro- 
cessing, of a small scale exhibit of plant forc- 
ing, shown in Horticulture Hall of Rockefeller 
Centre in New York City. The exhibit was on 
show last month. Says Montgomery: 


“Among other things, there was shown 
a cabinet, about nine feet long and six feet 
high, with an inclined glass top. The atmos- 
phere within this cabinet was maintained 
at a predetermined temperature, with heat 
supplied by light bulbs under thermostatic 
control. The bulbs supply light of a suit- 
able quality and intensity to encourage 
rapid plant growth 

“Within the cabinet were a number of 
glass jars, each about five-sixths full of 
water. Through a hole in the stopper of 
each jar, with its roots extending down into 
the water, projected a healthy vigorous 
plant 

“The water in the jars contained in solu- 
tion, small quantities of various common, 
inexpensive salts and acids. With no soil, 
earth, loam, sand or other usual plant- 
growth medium, these plants had made 
Startling progress under entirely artificial 
conditions. The attendant said that toma- 
toes, gardenias and other plants experi- 
mented with, reached maturity in from one- 
to one-third the normal growth 
period. They had bloomed vigorously, and 
had borne unblemished fruit in more than 
normal quantities.”

Reports from England, says Montgomery, 
tell of four and six crops being raised in one 
year by cabinet growth methods, the crops in- 
cluding all the common vegetables, strawber- 
ries, wheat and rye : 


Another interesting new growth method re- 
ported to Mr. Montgomery from Santa Cruz, 
California, is carried out in concrete tanks 
about three feet wide and seven feet long. They 
are filled with water to a depth of ten inches. 
Heating cables under the water maintain re- 
quired electric, warmth. 

Above the surface of the water is placed a 
grid of wire mesh, carrying about three inches 
of excelsior and sawdust. Seedling plants, 
sprouted in the usual way are transplanted to 


this bed, with their roots extending into the 
water. Food for the plants consists of acids 
and salts which are fed continuously into the 
water, Light from special lamps simulate day 
and night in the ordinary factory buildings, 
where tomatoes, potatoes, chrysanthemums, 
asters and other vegetables and flowers are 
raised for the table. Growing time is reduced 


to less than half, while the yields are almost 
ineredible., 

Twelve tons of tomatoes per acre is a big 
crop in the field, but the tanks can produce 
1200 tons to the acre, with potatoes 700 to 800

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs on Melba 
toast; stewed prunes.

QUESTION: Miss Elsie O. writes: “My main 
trouble is a persistent coating of the tongue It 
stays thickly furred regardless of what I do.” 

ANSWER: As a general rule, a coated tongue 
is easily cleared up by following some simple 
rules of better living. Very often, the best 
treatment to use at the start is the short fast, 
although this is not always necessary, inasmuch 
as the coating frequently can be caused to dis- 
appear by remaining on a good diet and by ob- 
serving other helpful measures. If you weuld 
like to have further advice, I suggest that you 
send for my article on COATED TONGUE AND 
TONGUE SCRAPERS which will be forwarded 
to anyone who desires a copy and who requests 
it by writing to me.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1789, William 
Brown died at Quebec, He has 
been described as the father of 
Canadian printing Scotch by 
birth he emigrated to Virginia in 
his youth but he did not like 
farm work and went to Phi'a- 
delphia where he learned to set 
type in the shop of William Dun- 
lop, a brother-in-law of Benjamin 


Franklin. His apprenticeship 
ended, he went to Barbados to 
manage a print shop there, but 


the climate did not suit him, so 
he left and turned up at Quebec, 
where, in 1764, he inaugurated 
the first newspaper in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, then of course all 
Canada west of Nova Scotia. His 
partner was Thomas Gilmore, 
who had been a fellow appren- 
tice at Philadelphia and _ for 
whom he had sent. The paper 
prospered and the firm branched 
out into a_ booksellers’ store 
which was the centre of the Brit- 
ish colony in Quebec 

William Brown became one of 
the first citizens of Quebec.

took arms in 1775 and did his bit 
in the defence of Quebec against 


Arnold and Montgomery, and 
was prominent in good works 
and all civic movements. He 


never married. The money which 
might have thus been expended 
was devoted to charity. His death 
was much regretted at the time, 
but (with the exception of The 
Quebec Gazette, which after 111 
years was merged in The Quebec 
Chronicle) he had no monument 
until comparative'y recently 
when one was erected to his 
memory through the efforts of 
the Literary and Historical So- 
ciety of Quebec. 

While Brown can be rightly 
called ‘the father of printing in 
Canada” it must be the Canada 
which existed prior to 1867, for 
there is no possible doubt that, 
if the Canada of today is meant 
in the phrase, he was far out- 
classed by John Bushnell who 
founded The Halifax Gazette in 
1752. Thus, as is so often the case, 
the credit goes to “the Province 


of First Things’ Nova Scotia.
